The trouble 
w as a culm ination of the difficulties a t ­ 
te nd ant upon the enforcem ent of the Bqf- 
tillon system of m ea-u ring and photo* 
g raphing the prisoners, aggravated by 
the 
attem pted 
escape 
of “ C hicken” 
W alsh, his recapture 
and 
subsequent 
punishm ent. 
At 2:45 in tin* afternoon 
there was a general 
outbreak in the 
w orkshops. 
The men refused to obey the 
order*- of their keepers, or to return to 
the ir cells. 
W ith their tools they badly 
dam aged the fu rnitu re of the workshops. 
A large force of police was sum m oned to 
as-ist 111 rem oving the prisoners to their 
cells. 
Tin* P o p u l a c e H e l p s t h e Hour. 
Those already in their cells added to the 
d isturbance by sm ashing the windows. 
The prisoners were especially violent in the 
north and south wings,w hich overlook the 
streets. 
A large crowd gathered around 
the prison and added to the d isturbance 
by their cries. Several prison officers were 
assaulted by the convicts and severely in­ 
jured. 
Three or four convicts art* now in 
the hospital with crushed skul s, received 
while desperately resisting ti e officers. 
The “strik e’ was preconcerted, and was to 
have taken place at 1 p. in., but was post 
poned. 
“C hicken” Walsh was the r.ng- 
ieader. 
M a d e a linslt f o r L i b e r t y . 
A fter dinner 
the 
prisoners marched 
back to the shops very quietly but hardly 
had they entered when a terrific and gen­ 
eral yell broke out. 
W indows and fu rni­ 
ture were broken and t he men rushed into 
the yard and the eutir*- crowd dashed lor 
the vuriou- walls. 
1 he gu ard s on the 
fences fired, at lirst to terrify tin* men, but 
as several near y gained the top of the 
wall tlie bullets were aim ed to kill. 
It is, 
however, thou g ht tha t nobody was seri 
ously wounded. 
The etoe rs, with clubs 
an i pointed revolvers, held the prisoners 
a t bay until reinforcem ents arrived. 
Kv- 
ery available man on the Boston police 
f< rce was -.ent to tin* prison, and fully dan 
officer» were massed in the yard and corri­ 
dors. 
L i v e n 1 nst m e t ions to K i l l , 
The guard cm the wall w as more than 
trebleu, and all arm ed with W inchester 
rifles and given instructions to kiil any 
m an who attem pted to scale the walls. 
No count has yet been taken of the pris­ 
oners, but it is known tha t m any have not 
yet been returned to their cells. 
Some of 
these are known to be hiding in the yards 
and workshops, and it is thou g ht that one 
tw o m ay have succeeded in reaching 
e outer world. 
Cordons of police guard 
the streets leading to the prison, and the 
general public, including reporters, are 
excl uded. 
W a r d e n ltuHsell’ s S t a t e m e n t , 
in an interview with W arden 
Kussell 
last nig ht la- said the fight was the most 
serious that had taken place at the prison 
for m any years. 
He expected trouble 
W ednesday, and had police in readiness 
should any outbreak occur. 
Yesterday 
afternoon he leit morally certain tha t the 
crisis Was at hand, ai d the police were in 
readiuess for a sum m ons. 
A box of car­ 
tr id g e 'w a s found in the cell of Convict 
Adams, who also had a revolver, which 
has not been found.
